Two 
prominent Radical members of the 
Reichstag, Conrad Haussmann and 
Heinrich Ernst Mueller of Meinin- 
gen, are the latest to take a stand 
against President Wilson. 

Deputy Haussmann, who is one of 
the leaders of the Radical party, to- 
day addressed a convention of the 
members of the Wuerttemburg Rad- 
ical on the political situation, 
and the policy of the Reichstag ma- 
jority. At the conclusion of his 
speech the convention adopted a res- 
olution approving the attitude of their 
representati in the Reichstag, 
and condemning sharply attempts 
from abroad to interfere with the 

evelopment of Germany’s inner po- 
1 affairs. 

The convention instructed the 
Wuerttemburg Radical representa- 
tives of the Reichstag, regardless of 
foreign interference, and the trans- 
parent efforts of political opponents 
to make capital from the same, to 
persist in their course looking to a 
liberal development of German insti- 
tutions. 

Deputy Mueller always was more 
or less of a Chauvinist, and is the 
author of propaganda work of a 
strong nationalist tendency. Conse- 
quently, the vehement language in 
his open letter to President Wilson, 
in which he declares that in the 
German democratic camp President 
Wilson and his like must be re- 
garded as the greatest enemies of 
democracy and democratic develop- 
ment of institutions in Germany is 
less noteworthy and significant than 
are the procedings of the Wuertt- 
emburg convention. 

Deputy Mueller speaks of the 
Reichstag resolution as a final ap- 
peal from folk to folk to end the 
mutual self-destruction of nations, 
and says to demand new proofs of 
the aims of the German nation is 
to question insultingly the honor of 
the German nation and its repre- 
sentatives in democratic circles. 
Germany, says Herr Mueller, de- 
clines to permit President Wilson to 
tamper with German constitutional 
life, and regards the President 
henceforth as a “fanatical outward 
foe and the greatest opponent of its 
inner development along lines un- 
corditionally necessary to the 
greatest participation of the people in 
its own government and administra- 
tion.” 

LONDON INTERESTED.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The attempt 
by the German press and officials to 
create the atmosphere for another 
peace maneuver, again is given 
prominence in the morning papers, 
which are of the unanimous opin- 
ion that there can be no peace un- 
til Prussian militarism is crushed. 
The Daily Mail, under the caption, 
3 e Hun Peace Plot,” declares: 
“The true friends of peace are the 
allied armies: of the governments 
which are striving to remove the 
cause of all this misery, unrest and 
bloodshed by destroying Germany's 
* e ily Mail rebukes the paci- 
fists, saying: 

“President Wilson has shown how 
these people can be handled. He is 
the most scrupulous of democrats, 
but he knows that liberty at such 
moments as this has the most to 
fear from its pretended friends. 
Peace agitation in the United States 
is no longer tolerated, and editors 
of journals printed in the German 
language are no longer permitted to 
cry frantically for peace with dis- 
honor.” 

The Times quotes the Atlantic 
City speech of Secretary Lane, and 
adds that the war will end as Sec- 
retary Lane says, “when Germany 
knows she must ‘give hostages’ for 
good behavior in the future. 

The Express asserte that “the V. 
boat figures issued last night are the 
best commentary on Germany's desire 
for peace,” adding: They are the 
worst on record—for Germany.” 

Continuing, the Express says: 

“No peace on whatever terms can 
have any value unless those terms 
insure the impossibility of another 
German attempt to wreck the 
world.”

Details of the New Offensive Launched 
by Haig’s Men. 


IN FRANCE AND BEL- 

GIUM, Sept. 20.—The British 
at daybreak today launched a heavy 
offensive against the German de- 
fenses about the Ypres salient along 
an extended front, which has its 
center around Inverness Copse, and 
astride the Ypres-Menin road, a lit- 
tle southeast of Hooge. From the 
first moment of going over the top 
the assault proceeded with marked 
success, especially in the crucial 
sector between the Ypres-Roulers 
railway and Hollebeke, where the 
British early in the day had forced 
their way forw over mars 
ground and through woods filled 
with machine guns to a consider- 
able depth and were continuing the 
bitter fight in the neighborhood of 
the famous Inverness Copse, Nuns’ 
wood and Glencorse wood, where 80 
much blood has been shed since the 
Allies began the battle of Flanders 
on July 31. | 

ACHIEVEMENT. 

If the attacking forces maintain 
the positions to which they have 
advanced in this séction, they will 
have accomplished one of the most 
remarkable and most important 
achievements in recent months.

BY AGREEMENT. 


Twenty-three and One-half 
Cents for Four Months. 
Government end Producers 
| in Accord on Figure. 


Quotation Three Cents Under 
the Prevailing Market.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Copper 
prices were fixed today at 23% cents 
a pound, about 3 cents below the 
prevailing market, by agreement be- 
tween the government and leading 
copper producers, effective for four 
months. 

Sales to the government, the pub- 
lic and the Allies will be at this 
price f.0.b. New York, and produe- 
ers agreed not to reduce wages now 
paid in the industry. They also 
pledged themselves to maintain max- 
imum production and to prevent 
copper from falling into the hands 
of speculators. 

MAY TAKD OVER MINES. 
Although the prive is fixed un- 
der voluntary agreement between 
producers and the goveriment’s 
Industries Board, with the Presi- 
dent’s approval, it was announced 
officially that under the Executive's 
war power, “the proper  depart- 
ments of the government will be 
asked to take over the mines and 
Plants of any producers who fail to 
conform to the arrangement and 
price.” 

The recent government purchases 
of copper for war purposes have 
been made under agreement to pay 
the price to be determined by the 
War Industries Board. Early in the 
war, when copper sold at about 36 
cents, the government contracted 
for 45,000,000 pounds for the army 


War 


contracts will be at the new rate. 

The price agreed upon today was 
set after extensive investigation of 
production costs by the Federal 
Trade Commission. The commission's 
report was understood to have indi- 
cated that copper could be sold prof- 
itably at a much lower price than 
23% cents, but in reaching its deci- 
sion the War Industries Board, head - 
ed by Frank A. Scott, tokk into con- 
sideration that the price should not 
be pared down to the point where 
production will be discouraged or 
the wages reduced. 

CONDITIONS. 

“Three important conditions were 
imposed by the board,” said the an- 
nouncement. First, that producers 
would not reduce the wages now be- 
ing paid; second, that the operators 
would sell to the Allies and to the 
public at the,same price paid by the 
government, and take the necessary 
measures, under the direction of the 
War Industries Board, for the dis- 
tribution of copper, to prevent it 
from falling into the hands of spec- 
ulators who would increase the price 
to the public: and third, that the 
operators pledge themselves to ex- 
ert every effort to keep the produc- 
tion of copper at the maximum so 
long as the war lasts,” 

Without the wage stipulation, it 
was explained, present wages, the 
highest exer paid in the copper in- 
dustry, would be reduced by the 
new under-market price. 

“Within the last year,” said the 
statement, “copper has sold as high 
as 36 cents a pound, and the mar- 
ket price would now be higher than 
it is had it not been well known

It des- 
nitely provides that there can be no 
increase over the present number of 
wholesale liquor establishments or 
of liquor-selling clubs and restau- 
rants. : 
The rival ordinance would close 


saloons, but it places no limit upon 
the number of liquor-selling restau- 
rants which might be licensed. Every 
saloon closed might open as a cafe. 

(2.) The ordinance of the Anti- 
Saloon League prohibits the sale of 
distilled liugors. 

The rival ordinance allows any 
and all kinds of liquor to be sold. 

(3.) The ordinance of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League confines liquor-selling 
social clubs to the present downtown 
liquor zone in the heart of the city, 
prohibits any imcrease in their 
number, and limits their sale of 
liquor to service of beer and wine 
with bona fide meals in a public 
dining-room between the hours of 
11 a.m. and 9 p.m. 

The rival ordinance puts no re- 
striction upon the location of such 
clubs. Under it they can be estab- 
lished anywhere in the city and sell 
any kind of liquor with or without 
meals and at any hour of the day, 
except between 2 a.m. and 6 a.m.

S FIVE thousand people sang 
the Star Spangled Banner” 
with voices that throbbed 

with patriotic fervor, three troop 
trains, bearing 1460 men selected 
from Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
the Imperial Valley for the second 
quota of drafted men to be sent to 
Camp Lewis to join the ranks of the 
national army, left the Southern 
Pacific station yesterday for Ameri- 
can Lake, Wash. 

In striking contrast to the demon- 
etrations that marked the departure 
of the first contingents of the 40 
per cent.” quota on Wednesday, the 
ovation accorded the men who left 
yesterday consisted of cheers, mar- 
tial music and inspiring words of 
encouragement. Those who came 
to the depot to bid good-by to the 
liberty boys repressed their natural 
sorrow at parting with their loved 
ones out of consideration for the 
feelings of the soldiers-to-be and 
gave an impressive farewell to the 
drafted men. 

The emotional outbursts of the 
previous day were not repeated. 
Most of the men had taken leave of 
their families and friends before 
coming to the rallroad station. 
Consequently, the contingents who 
left yesterday were sent away with 
high spirits. They were relieved 
from witnessing depressing scenes;

On November 8, 1914, we expressed 
ourselves very clearly. We said editorially: 
The Times is not unmindful of the 
evils of the liquor traffic and its dire 
effects upon the rising generation, and 
would go as far as the most ardent pro- 
hibitionist in favoring legislation to 
prevent these evils. But it views the 
situation sensibly. The stronghold of 
the evil of intemperance is the saloon. 
The defeat of prohibition need not 
stand in the way of the most drastic 
legislation against the devil dens which 
abound by hundreds in every large 
If the friends of temper- 
ance Will demand from the Legislature 
laws providing for such regulation, 
they will probably obtain their passage, 
and The Times will lend all the aid in 
its power to such an end. a wae 
Every Times reader must recall many 
such editorial opinions on the saloon ques- 
tion since prohibition first became a burn- 


We suggested that the Prohibitionists place 
two amendments on the ballot, one a bone- 
dry ordinance and the other an anti-saloon 
law, and observed, should such a proceed- 
ing be inaugurated, “It would not be sur- 
prising if the amendment to close the sa- 
loons should be passed and the amendment 
for total prohibition should be defeated.” 
Unfortunately both the amendments pre- 
sented at the November election were 
straight prohibition in two different forms, 
and so both were turned decisively down. 

In October, 1916, we offered our temper- 
ance friends the same counsel which they 
have at last adopted in framing an out-and- 
out anti-saloon ordinance for this fair city. 
Our advice at that time was: 

We think our good friends “the drys” 
are not going about their work in the 
right way. The Times is with them 
heart and soul and will be with them 
in their warfare against the saloon. It 
is the root of nearly all the evil that 
enters the criminal courts of this 
country. It is within the police power 
of municipal authorities, of county of- 
cials and of the State to suppress every 
saloon in every district and in every 
city in the country. It requires no 
change in the Constitution. 

These are but a few examples of what 
The Times has held to be the sound- 
est policy for Los Angeles and its citi- 
zens. On the wet and dry question The 
Times has conserved always the same un- 
changing opinions. Since we believe in the 
fine old motto of “Live and let live,” we 


from the private citizen the right to regu- 

late his own diet on his own home table; 

or of depriving the vineyardist of the fruits 

of long years of honest labor; nor do we 

share the views of Mr. Haynes that all sa- 

loons are necessarily “the lurking places of | 
beasts who should be consigned to utter 

destruction.”

So The Times rejoices that the anti-saloon 
temperance party in Los Angeles aecknowl- 
edges the soundriess of the advice We have 
always given, and in its proposed anti- 
saloon ‘ordinance has taken a stand on the 
wet and dry question such as The Times 
has always urged it to take. Practical tem- 
perance reform starts with the abolition of 
the whisky saloon—not with the depriving 
this State of an extensive industry or of 
interfering with the domestic affairs of 
good and worthy citizens by the compul- 
gory regulation of their dinner tables. 

A California vineyard, the scene of happy, 
honest industry, on a fair September morn- 
ing is an inspiring spectacle to call for the

Billy Sunday, that doughty fighter. of 
the devil, preached a sermon the other day 
in which he defended the use of sensational 
revival methods for the purpose of stirring 
up people to their religious duties. He

“People make the criticism that revivals 
are not permanent in their character. Well, 
neither is a bath, but it does you good. No 
one denies that.” 

Along the same line of argument, Mr. 
Sunday declared that if the present evan- 
gelistic campaign in Los Angeles was the 
means of making drunkards ‘lead sober 
lives for even one month, so that they 
would go home to their wives and children 
clothed in their right minds, and with their 
wages in their pockets, instead of having 
left their money with the saloon-keepers, it 
would be time well spent; and that if the 
campaign helped men and women to be de- 
cent and honorable, even for a few weeks, 
it was certainly of some account to the 
commufity as a whole. 

And The Times frankly indorses Billy 
Sunday's logic. In the campaign that is 
now in progress at the big frame structure 


out on Grand avenue, &nd the ramifications 


of which, through its neighborhood prayer 
meetings, its district rallies and its special 
meetings for workers in the shops and fac- 
tories, for business women and for school 
boys and girls, thousands upon thousands 
of people are reached directly. 

If even a comparatively small percentage 
of the people who hear these messages give 
heed to them, the effect cannot be other 
than helpful to the community life. None 
can gainsay that Los Angeles will be a bet- 
ter place if men and women give up vicious 
habits and live wholesomely; no one can 
find any firm ground for quibble if men 
and women determine to give up dishon- 
esty and make restitution for the unjust 
deeds they have committed; no one need 


tear that this or any community will suffer 


because people decide to live closer to the 
great precepts laid down in that greatest 
of all books, the Bible. 


There’s not a business man in Los An- 
geles who will object if some of Billy Sun- 
day’s “trail-hitters” decide to do the honest 
and honorable thing and pay up their back 
scores. There’s not a peace officer who 
will object if people who have been lawless 
come, through the influence of the “trail,” 


their neighbors. No matter what your re- 
ligion may be, you can scarcely find it in 
yourself to object to men and women trying 
to live up to the Ten Commandments and 
the lofty precepts preached by Jesus.

The Seldiers and Sailors Civil Rights 


mittee dn Military Affairs is intended to 
exempt the families of those who serve 
their country in the army and navy from 
being harassed by creditors.
